Adam* 
County 
farmer* 
ranked 
sixth in the state when it came to 
recuring the best average corn yield 
out of the number of acres planted. 
They got just fifty bushel* to the 
acre. 
It also ranked well up in tho 
per acre yield of potatoes, the figures 
showing 115 bushels, which tie* it 
with Sullivan County for eighth place. 
The figures have just been issued by 
Hie State Department of Agriculture. 
Nineteen counties showed average 
yield of corn to the acre larger than 
the state average which was placed at 
ll bushels this year by the Bureau of 
Statistic* after a careful survey of 
the state. 


The highest county records were <fb- 
tained by Lancaster with an average 
yield of 6i> bushel* to an acre. 
Last 
year the records show that Lancaster 
produced 65 bushels to an acre. Dela­ 
ware county took second honors with 
an average yield of 56.4 blushet* to 
an acre, 
while 
Philadelphia 
county 
showed *4 bushels and Lebanon coun­ 
ty made 52.3 bushel*. 
York county 
ranked fifth with 51.8 bushels and 
Adam* County mode an even 50 bush­ 
els. 
Chester 
county 
showed 
48.6 
. bushel*. 


Other counties with good records 
were: Union, 47.8, Cumberland, 47.3; 
Dauphin. 47; Berk*. 46.9; Bucks. 46; 
Montgomery, 46; Franklin, 45; 
and 
Schuylkill, 45. 


In most of these counties the ave­ 
rage yield wa* not equal to that of a 
year ago, hut the increased acreage 
sown in answer to the government 
call 
for 
greater 
corn 
production 
brought about larger total production. 
The fifteen counties showing 45 bush- 
el** or 
better, 
had an average th»» 
year of 49 ti bu"hels to an acre, a* 
compared with 51 bushels last year.
